Cuba Disregarded. 


Washington, Feb. 2.---The state de- 


partment is endeavoring to relieve the 
American sugar planters in Cuba from 
the embarrassing position 
in 
which 


they are situated as a resultant atti- 
tude of the Spanish authorities toward 
those who attempt to grind cane. 


Probably with the intention of forc- 


ing all of the plantation hands into 
the town and so preventing them from 
giving aid and encouragement to the 
insurgents, the Spanish officials have 
surrounded the grinding of cane with 
so many vexatious restrictions as to 
make it praciical.ly impossible to make 
sugar in a large, port ion of the island. 


The department of 
state has been 


embarrassed in the effort to lodge a 
protest by the difficulty of finding of- 
ficial copies of any order of prohibi- 
tion by any responsible person, yet it 
is necessary to do this in order to have 
tangible evidence upon which to found 
a claim for damages in behalf of the 
sugar men. 


New Alnshiin Treaty. 


Washington,

treaty relative to the Alaskan bound- 
ary was sent to t.he senate and exam- 
ined by a number of senators. Seve,ral 
senators said that the Alaskan treaty 
settled none of the real questions at 
issue and that it simply^provided for 
a commission to determine an astro- 
nomical line, a line of longitude, which 
might, be found by competent survey- 
ors. As to what is the shore line and 
other questions of 
dispute they will 


remain undetermined after the

mile from the post-office of Garrison's 
landing, 
Last October there arrived 


at this post-office a letter for mo, which 
had been forwarded to me from Vance- 
burg. I had lived in the latter city 
fifteen or sixteen yeaia. 
The post- 


master at Garrison's sent the letter on 
to me by a friend. 
When I opened the 


letter there was a check in it for ?50. 
The letter simply stated that in look- 
ing over accounts in the auditor of 
state's office it was found that there 
was ?BO due William Dawson, and 
please find check for the same. At first 
I thought there was some mistake and 
held the letter about two weeks. 
I 


heard nothing further about the mat- 
ter. I showed it to several of my 
neighbors, and they all said it evi- 
dently was for mo. The letter was ad- 
dressed to Vancebnrg, where I had 
formerly lived, and as I knew there 
was no other Wm. Dawson in Lewis 
oonnty, I concluded that, of course, the 
letter was for me. 
My father was con- 


stable here for many years, and I con- 
cluded that he had filed some claim of 
which I knew nothing. I knew noth- 
ing of the mistake until I saw it iu the 
Times. 
Bad I been notified I should 


have rectified the mistake immedi- 
ately."

The new board of plumbers' ex- 


aminers must be created by the board 
of health. 
It will consist of five mem- 


bers—two master plumbers, an in- 
spector of buildings, where there is 
one, a practical plumber, and the pres- 
ident ot the board of health. 
Members 


of the board serve without salary, but 
the botml shall organize by electing 
one member inspector of plumbing. 
His salary is to be fixed by council and 
it shall be his duty to look after all 
plumbing in the city. All cities having 
over 5,000 population 
must create 


their board of plumbers' examiners. 
The law provides for the examination 
and licensing of all practicing plumbj 
ers by the board The law is being 
complied with in all [ large cities, but 
most of the smaller towns have taken 
no action in the matter. 
The measure 


is in the interest of sanitary reform. It 
will be brought up at the next meeting 
of the board of health. 


The only other business to come be- 


fore the board was the reading of the 
regular reports of the health 
officer, 


city physician and sanitary policeman. 
All called particular attention to the 
poverty and 
wretchedness 
existing 


among the poor and needy. 
Health 


Officer Swaucler stirred up the matter 
in the following forcible language: 


"Owing to the recent cold snap, 


there is much destitution among the 
poor, and the city should provide some 
means of relief, as our present arrange- 
ments are meagre and nnsuitetl to the 
urgent demands made upon all officials. 
There are hundreds of hungry and 
poorly clad people in our city without 
the necessities of life, out of work, and 
therefore powerless to supply their 
wants, and humanity demands that 
their, witnts be supplied, and, if none 
of the other city boards are willing to 
do anything, then let the board of 
heulth get a move on itself, and at 
least furnish temporary relief.'' 


City Physician Rnrdin reported that 


during the last month he had been 
called on to make more visits among 
the poor than for the entire year. 
Sixty-five visits were made and forty- 
three prescriptions written at the ex- 
pense of the city. Four cases of con- 
tagious diseases were reported for the 
month—three diphtheria and one scar- 
lot fever. 
No deaths resulted from 


any of these for the month. 


The board was in session leas than 


an hour, the greater portion of the 
time being taken up in the discussion 
of the plumbers' examining board. 
Present at the meeting were Messrs.

den on interstate commerce. 


"If the principles by which such re- 


sults are brought about be recognized 
as lawful under the constitution not 
only will congress be deprived ot all 
power to protect the citizens of the re- 
spective states and the states them- 
selves from these conditions, but it 
will also be rendered impotent to de- 
vise any just and fair regulation to 
prevent the interstate commerce clause 
from being made a shield for avoiding 
taxation and to cause property en- 
gaged in such commerce to be subject- 
ed to just and uniform taxation on the 
part of the several states."

remarkable for one fact-—every letter has 
a uniform sound. 


Every known language contains such 


names as cuckoo, pewit, whippoorwill and 
others, in which the sound emitted by the 
animal is utilized as the name. 


One of the most remarkable things about 


language is the rapidity with which \~rn- 
der certain circumstances it changes and 
under others remains almost fixed. 


The word "fie," or its equivalent in 


sound, exists in all languages, and in ev- 
ery one 'is expressive of disgust. Iu tho 
Icelandic the word "pfxii" means putrid- 
ity. 


It. Haiugaulfc, the famous anatomist, 


discovered that by forcing air into the lar- 
ynx of a dead nuimal sounds could be pro- 
duced very similar to those of the voice 
during life. 


Only about a dozen words of genuine 


English origin end with tho letter "a," 
two dozen with the letter "o" and nearly
